WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—U.S. 
forces in Tunisia have suffered 
substantial casualties in person- 
nel and equipment in the current 
fighting, American secretary of 
war Henry L, Simson declared 
today. 

“Many of our tanks were des 
ed by German dive bombers,”

“Indications are that the Germans 
are employing two armored divis 
ions against American forces. This 
is considerably greater than our 
strength in this area 

Exclusive of the current Tunis 
ian fighting, Stimson said the US 
army has had 41,858 casualties thus 
far in the war. These losses, he said 
break down into 3,553 killed; 6,509 
wounded; 25,684 missing; and 6,123

In the second place, the applicant who 
fails to understand the rules will impose 
much unnecessary work on hundteds of 
devoted women who, as a patriotic duty, 
are forsaking their own work to under- 
take the job of issuing these books.

Hitler sent 
his armies into Russia to capture the Uk- 
raine wheat lands and the Caucasus oil 
fields. They made progress enough to- 
ward both objectives to arouse high hopes, 
alike among the soldiers and the civilians 
at home. That they should ever have to 
give up the part of the Ukraine they have 
held so long neither soldiers nor civilians 
can have suspected. 

But already Russian columns are 
thrusting into this territory, and even 
Germans must see that their morentum 
threatens to carry them far. The dream 
of gaining the oil fields has been shattered. 
The actual control of thousands of square 
miles of the coveted wheat lands is in 
process of being also shattered. 

All Germany has to show for the ef- 
forts of last summer are a vision of Ger- 
man graves in alien soil, and a million or so 
cripples hobbling about the streets of the 
homeland. And as matters now stand and 
are shaping al) Germans can expect as the 
outcome of the whole assault upon Russia 
are more graves and more cripples.

ON THE ALERT 


The deck crews aboard the Lex- 
ington stayed on deck throughout 
the day. Much of this time, how 
ever, they would be able to lounge 
read, or keep a dozen baseballs fly 
ing back and forth in games of 
catch and toss. This constituted 
no letdown in alertness, however 
While playing thus on the deck 
these men were as close to their 
battle stations as they could get 
With the sounding of the alarm 
on the loud-speaker system, they 
would be at their duty posts in a 
dozen steps 

All the ship’s normal activities 
once we left Pearl Harbor, were 
punctuated by the dawn and dusk 
“battle stations” order. Every man

OTTAWA, Feb, 18.—(CP)—Mrs 
Rex Eaton, associate director of 
National Selective Service, Wom- 


en's Division, said Wednesday that 
Canadinn women have given a 
“magnificent” response to the call 
for thei services in war industry 
and essential work 

Mrs. Faton said that 13 months 
Ago there were approximately 68 000 
women in war industries, directly 
or indirectly. It now is estimated at 
225,000 women have joined “this 
great industrial army. “We nave a 
record in our employment offices, 
especially in areas where there are 
few industries, of thousands of 
women who are still looking for 
Vital war work,” Mrs, Eaton said. 


ENLARGE DIVISIONS 


Thousands* of men now in uni- 
form are doing work which can be 
undertaken by women, and, in pre- 


paration for the events of the com- 
ing months the armed forces have 
decided 
divisions rapidly 

“More and more women in Can 
ada will have to give the most 
serious consideration to this ques- 
tion of enlistment because of its 
present importance,” Mrs, Eaton 
said. “Enlistments, so far, have met 
the more moderate demands and 
thus many women were released 
from the necessity of decision about 
enlistment.
